lar phases of the violations charged 
against enemy countries. Plans for a 
tribunal which will try cases in which 
violations of the laws of war are al- 
leged have already been submitted. 

One of the most difficult 
of the work has been the inquiry into 
ill-treatment of prisoners, the 
ployment behind the firing lines, ille- 
gal methods of warfare, misuse of 
the Red Cross flag; bombardments of 
hospitals and the exccution of Miss 
Edith Cavell and Captain Fryatt. The 
sub-committee having this 
charge has already examined about 
100,000 cases of ill-treatment of pris- 
oners and has about 150,000 more to 
investigate, This sub-committee has 
already submitted an interim report 
on the employment of prisoners be- 
hind the firing lines and in German 
mines and quarries. 

Offences of the sea are being dealt 
with by a third committee, its inves- 
tigation including™the destruction of 
merchantmen, the firing on crews aft- 
er the destruction of their vessels, 
the sinking of hospital ships.and oth- 
er alleged violations. This commit- 
tee has already submitted a report on 
illegal submarine warfare. A fourth 
committee has been dealing with of- 
fences from air such as the indiscrim- 
inate bombardment of towns and the 
wilful or reckless bombing of hospit- 
als.

Builders Seek Price Stability 


Expect Most Wage Scales to Be 
Amicably Settled for Another 
Year by January 1 
It is becoming daily more apparent 
in building material and construction 
markets that the building investor is 
seeking more assurance of — stability 
of price and basic cost of construc- 

tion before releasing enterprises. 

In consequence of the general re- 
cognition of this tendency trade 
meetings are to be held in this city, 
at Atlantic City, Pittsburg, Chicago, 
and, in fact, all parts of the country 
this week and next, and the keynote 
of all will be how to insure price sta- 
bility and uniform construction costs. 

The building trades employers’ as- 
sociation of New York took a_ for- 
ward. step last week to insure the 
stability of the labor situation when 
the board of governors-adopted a re- 
solution to the effect that “all trade 
agreements expiring at the end of 
1918 may be renewed for a time not 
exceeding one year, and that trade 
associations shall not agree to pay a 
wage in excess of that now being 
paid, as set forth in a schedule, in any 
new agreement made for the year 
1919. ‘his schedule fixed the 
diem rate of wages for carpenters, 
$5.50; same for shops, $5 (in all bor- 
oughs); composition roofers and wat- 
erproofers, $4.26 (Jan. 1, 1919, $5.75), 
concrete workers, laborers, $3.00 (Jan. 
1, 1919, $4); elevator constructors’ 
helpers, $3.25; house shorers, $4.50; 
painters, $5.50; plasterers, $6.50; plas- 
terers’ laborers, $4.50; stonecutters, 
$6; woodworkers, $22 per week, min- 
imum, 

This schedule included the resolu- 
tion that “the rates of wages now be- 
ing paid shall be strictly adhered to 
by all members of the association un- 
til the expiration of the existing trade 
agreement, except in the case of those 
existing agreements which” provide 
for additional increases.” The sched- 
ule includes:

Assets Increased by $10,000,000 — Deposits Gain — Liquid Assets 
Largely Increased — Bank in Strong Position 


The S4th annual report of the Un- 
ion Bank of Canada, covering the year 


ended November 30th, 1918, shows 
very. striking progress. Possibly the 
first and most noticeable evidence ot 
the growth of the Bank ip shown by 
the $10,000,000 increase in total as- 
sets, which now amount to over $153,- 
000,000, As the figures just grotce 
cover a war year, it‘is interesting to 
note that during th 
period the assets o 


four . 
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have 
increased by nearly $75,000,000. In 
addition to the large increase in total 
assets the bank shows gains in all 
other departments; net profits for the 
year just end@l amounting to $824,174 
as compared with $763,463 for the 
previous year. The net profits to, 
gether with the balance of $106,000 
carried forward |from the previous 
year makes $930, available for dis- 
tribution. Dividends took $450,000, the 
sum of $200,000 was transferred to the 
rest account, $75,000 written off bank 
premises account and $10,000 contrib- 


addition to that various patriotic and 
charitaLle appeals were supported to 
the extent of nearly $20,000, while 
war tax took $50,000, leaving $126,000 
to be carried forward. 

A feature worthy of comment is 
the large note circulation of the bank, 
amounting to over $12,134,200 whith 
is one of the largest in proportion to 
capital of any Canadian bank and 
furnishes striking evidence of the 
confidence placed in the Union Bank 
and of the profitable nature of its 
connections., Interest bearing de- 
posits stand at $68,437,000, while 
non-interest beating deposits amount 
to $58,805,000. Total deposits amount 
to $127,242,000 and show a gain of 
$10,000,000-over the figures for 1917. 


The large increase in -urrent loans 
will also prove a source of satisfac- 
tion to the directors and management 
as a further indication that the bank 
is doing a very large share in cater- 
ing to the business requirements of 
the communities served by its vari- 
ous branches, In 1917 current lgans 
amounted to less than $59,000, in 
he year just ended these. totalled 
over $74,000,000. The bank's conser- 
vatism is shown by marking down its 
real estate holdings, other than bank 
premises to $268,000; its mortgages» 
to $141,000; overdue debts to $3 7600 
and bank premises $1,237,000. 

It is, however, in regard to quickly 
available assets that the bank makes 
its most remarkable showing; these 
amount to $72,368,009 and bear a very 
high proportion to the bank's total 
liabilities to the public.
